The Queen, who 
speaks fluently in both ian- 
guages, spoke mostly in Eng- 
lish and switched to French 
twice. Eisenhower's one sen- 
tence in French related how 
happy he was to be back in Ca- 
nada after an enjoyable visit a 
year ago. 
Prince Philip, the Queen's 
husband, accompanied Mrs. 
Eisenhower during the cere- 
monies and appeared to be 
having an interesting conversa- 
tion. 


The President and the Queen 
then left in a limousine to 
, board the royal yacht Britannia, 
berthed near the ceremonial 
site. 

The Britannia steamed majes- 
tically through a gap in two 
white-painted wooden booms at 
11:04 a.m. Friday (1:04 a.m, Sat- 
urday JST) to formally open the 
St. Lawrence Seaway linking 
the Atlantic Ocean with the 
Great Lakes. 

Queen Elizabeth and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower stood together 
on the open deck behind the 
bridge as the gleaming blue and 
white yacht sailed toward the 
first lock while fireworks boom- 
ed overhead and multicolored 
weather balloons soared high 
over the seaway. 

At the official opening cere- 
monies the Queen and Lisen- 
hower hailed the seaway as & 
new wonder of the world and 
an example of international co- 
operation. 

The Queen, speaking first, 
described the seaway as a 
“magnificent monument to the 
enduring friendship of our two 
nations and to their partnershi 
in the development of No 
America.” 

The Queen's speech was car- 
tried, throughout the world by 
radio and into millions of 
homes by television. 

“That partnership is most 
agreeably symbolized, Mr. Presi- 
dent, in the fact that you and I 
have joined together to perform 
this ceremony today,” she said. 

The President described the 
seaway, which he called a 2,300- 
mile waterway of locks, lakes 
and man-made channels from 
the Atlantic Ocean to the Great 
Lakes, as an example of the 
way other nations should work 
together. 

“But the seaway is far more 
than a technical and a commer- 
cial triumph,” he said in a 
speech heard by an estimated 
50,000 persons by public address 
system. “It has more signifi- 
cance than could the successful 
constructidi of even this nota- 
ble aid to commerce and com- 
munication,” he said. 

“It is, above all, a maf@jficent 
symbol to thé entire world of 
the achievements possible to 
democratic nations peacefully 
working together for the com- 
mon good. 

“May this example never be 

forgotten by us,” Eisenhower 
said. “May it never be 
ed by others, for in the reason- 
able resolution of the acute in- 
ternational problems of our 
time rests the single hope for 
world prosperity and happiness 
in peace, with justice for all,” 
he said. 
_ The Queen arrived in New- 
foundiand from Britain eight 
days ago on a 45-day, 15,000- 
mile visit that will take her 
from coast to coast, into the far 
north, and south to Chicago for 
a oneday stay in the United 
States. The seaway opening 
prompted her trip which she 
was invited to make by the 
then Liberal Prime Minister 
Louis St. Laufent two years 
ago.

Ozaki presented the trees 


while he was mayor of Tokyo 
in 1903-12. The trees line the 
banks of the Potomac River 
near the Lincoln Memorial and 
are a big attraction during 
cherry-blossom time. 

The presentation ceremony 
took place yesterday morning 

at the site of the Ozaki Memorial 
Hall near the Diet Building. 

Ozaki was a Diet member for 
60 consecutive years—a record 
never equalled by any other 
Japanese. He ~~ § 1954 at

The following is the text of 
MacArthur's speech. 

“I have the honor and also the 
very great pleasure, on behalf 
of the American people, to pre- 
sent to you for the Ozaki Mem- 
orial Hall this bust of Abraham 
Lincoln. Phe spirit of Abraham 
Lincoln symbolizes the very 
ideals which are at the root of 
American democracy. This 
gift represents the strong bond 
which links together so many 
people in America and Japan in 
affection and admiration for the 
spirit of Lincoln and also the 
spirit of that great parliamen- 
tarian, Yukio Ozaki, whom we 
honor here today. 

“Across the broad Pacific and 
the American continent, in the 
city of Washington, there is an- 
other living memorial to Yukio 
Ozaki, I refer to the famous 
cherry trees which he presented 
to the city of Washington. Just 
as the spirits of Ozaki and Lin- 
coln are linked in this memorial 
in Tokyo through the presence 
of this bust of Abraham Lin- 
coln, so they are linked in Wash- 
ington where the great statue of 
Lincoln in the Lincoln Memorial 
looks down on the beautiful 
cherry trees which Yukio Ozaki 
so generously presented .to the 
American people. 

“I am happy, therefore, to 
place this bronze likeness of 
Abraham Lincoln in the Ozaki 
Memorial Building.”

Seventy-five per cent of the 
Koreans living in Japan are 
jobless and many of them back 


the Communist regime in North }, 


Korea, the Japan Red Cross 
said yesterday. 

The Red Cross in a survey 
also said while 97 per cent of 
the Koreans in Japan came 
from South Korea, only 20 per 
cent expressed loyalty to the 
Syngman Rhee regime in Seoul. 

According to the Red Cross 
survey, 277,321 Koreans or 49 
per cent of the registered 563,- 
146 residents support the Com- 
munist regime, 122,308 or about 
20 per cent support the Rhee 
regime, 33,300 others or 6 per 
cent refused to pick either, and 
the remaining 130,217 or 25 per 
cent did not make clear re- 
plies. 


The Red Cross said 21,540 Ko- 
reaps are married to Japanese 


women. 
“Only 14 per cent of such Ko- 


reans supported the Communist 
regime,” the survey said.

Premier. Ant Answers 
Socialist Charge 
in Upper House 


Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi told the Diet 
yesterday that the Govern- 
ment would abide strictly 
by the provisions of the 
war-renouncing Constitu- 
tion in revising the Japan- 
U.S. Security Treaty. 

Kishi made this statement in 
answer to a question by Social- 


ist Eki Sone in a plenary ses- 
sion of the House of Councillors, 


Kishi delivered his adminis- 


trative policy speech in both 
Houses Thursday. 


Sone, formerly a diplomat, 
charged that it was entirely un- 
constitutional to conclude a 
new security treaty based on 
the lines of the Vandenburg 
Resolution. 


He warned that Japan would 
be involved in an international 
dispute if it assumed obligation 


for joint defense under the new 
treaty. 


Kishi replied that an attack 
on U.S, bases in Japan natural- 
ly poses a need for Japan to 
invoke its right of self-defense. 


Sone then went on to argue 
that if Okinawa and Bonin Is- 
lands are included in the 
joint defense area it would vir- 
tually mean corclusion of a 
military alliance with the Re- 
public of Korea and Taiwan. 


But, Kishi ruled out the pos- 
sibility of Okinawa and Bonins 
being included in the joint de- 
fense area since the treaty is 
to be limited to those areas 
over which this country has 
administrative rights. 


The Prime Minister then ex- 
plained the reasons why the 
overseas deployment of Amer- 
ican forces and introduction of 
nuclear weapons into the Japa- 
nese territories have been 
made items subject to mutual 
consultations. 

This is, he said, to improve 
the present treaty which per- 
mits the U.S. unilaterally to de- 
cide these matters. 

Kishi disclosed that the new 
treaty would remain in effect 
for 10 years. “The Govern- 
ment has no intention of halt- 
ing the pact revision nor will 
it dissolve the Lower House 
before its signing,” said he. 

This’ statement came as a 
blunt rejection of Sone’s de- 
mand for suspension of the 
treaty talks and Lower House 
dissolution before signing of 
the new treaty. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Minister 
Aiichiro Fujiyama, speaking 
also in the same plenary ses- 
sion, denied Sone’s allegations 
that acceptance of the spirit 
underlying the Vandenburg Re- 
solution ran’ counter to the 
Constitution.

Report on 
A-Victims 
Released 


More than a half of the A- 
bomb victims in Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki are still suffering from 
the ill effects of radioactive fall- 
out, the Japan Council Against 
Atomic and Hydrogen Bombs 
(Gensuikyo) said in a special 
report released yesterday. 

The survey was based on in- 
vestigations conducted by a 
specially established 11-member 
survey team, headed by Prof. 
Kinichiro Ishii of Hiroshima 
Women's College. 

The checkup involved 431 per- 
sons who were selected at ran- 
dom from among A-bomb vic- 
tims in Hiroshima and Naga- 
saki—302 in Hiroshima and 129 
in Nagasaki. 

The report claimed more 
than a half of. the total victims 
were still suffering from cancer, 
anemia or liver trouble caused 
by radioactivity. 

More than a half of the 
total are in the low-income 
bracket earning less than ¥20,- 
000 a month. The major cause 
for their low income is ill- 
health, the report said. 

Forty-five per cent of the total 
are considered “healthy,” al- 
though about a half of them are 
still receiving treatments. 


Korean University 
Under Surveillance 


Kanichiro Ishihara, chairman 
of the National Public Safety 
Commission, said yesterday the 
recently established Korean Uni- 
versity in Tekyo could be de- 
scribed as a “Communist aca- 
demy.”

Japan Invited 
To Persian 
Culture Meet 


New York will host the fourth 
International Congress of schol- 
ars in Persian Art and Archae- 
ology opening April 24, next 
year to which Japan has been in- 
vited to play an important part 
in presenting recent Japanese 
discoveries which may change 
many of the basic ideas of early 
Asian history, an informed 
source revealed in Tokyo, 

Three earlier congresses, in

monopolized by American and 
European savants and Japan 
was not even mentioned in the 
proceedings. 
The 1960 Congress will bear 
testimony to newly resurgent 
Asia's interest in its own origins 
as the deans of Western scholar- 
ship are matched by native 
scholars from Iran, Japan and 
at least three professors each 
from India and Pakistan. 


Teacher Wins Suit 
In Supreme Court 


The Supreme Court yesterday 


ruled that a school teacher who 


handed in his resignation and 
later changed his mind should 
be given his job back. 
A resignation may be with- 
drawn before an official receipt 
of recognition of the resignation 
is issued, the court said. 
Back in 1954, Ryokuya Kata- 
hira, then a 56-year-old teacher 
at the Kono Elementary School 
in Marumori, Miyagi Prefecture, 
tendered his resignation when 
informed of the local education 
board’s decision to “dismiss all 
school officials aged 55 or more.” 
He later withdrew his resigna- 
tion when he found that it was 
not a compulsory measure. 
Upon being refused reassign- 
ment, the teacher took the case 
to the Sendai District Court 
which ruled against him in De- 
cember 1956. This ruling was 
reversed by the Supreme Court 
in February 1958, but the edu- 
cation board made a counter- 


appeal. 

The final judgment of the 
Supreme Court yesterday was 
again in favor of the teacher.

The Security Treaty, he claimed, had made important 
contributions to the protection of Japan’s security under 
the unstable world conditions following the Treaty of 
Peace, and the Japanese had thus been able to work for 


their country 


‘sg recovery under peaceful conditions. In 


view of Japan’s remarkable recovery in her national 
strength and international status, therefore, the great ma- 
jority of her people hoped that the problem of the revi- 
sion of the Security Treaty would be solved, since they 
regarded it as the most important pending problem be- 
tween Japan and the United States.

Japan Trade Unions (Sohyo) against the revision of the 
treaty was held throughout Japan by leftist elements. A 
big parade was staged in Tokyo, ending up with a rally 
at Hiblya addressed by Socialist Party Secretary General 
Asanuma and others who contended the treaty would 
force Japan to send troops overseas and to arm herself 


with nuclear weapons. 


An unprejudiced observer could only have concluded 


from the slogans shouted by the 


paraders, and the decorat- 


ed red banners carried by them, that the whole affair was 
organized on Communist lines and was indeed designed 
to uphold well-known Communist contentions. Such an 
observer might also have felt that the Socialist Party, 
having chosen the Security Treaty revision issue as its 
chief battling point, and being unable to secure a major- 
ity in the Diet, was allying itself with subversive ele- 
ments in order to arouse as much opposition as possible 
to the Government’s policy. Many of the paraders, how- 
ever, were teen-aged boys and girls, probably out for a 
prank, rather than serious-minded citizens concerned with 
discovering the best path for Japan to pursue in inter- 


national affairs.

In Britain, labor appears to have taken a wiser view 
of the international situation than the leftists are trying 
to force upon the workers of this country. The National 
Executive of the British Labor Party and the General 
Council of the Trade Union Congress have agreed on a 
joint statement.on nuclear weapons. It said that in the 
present circumstances the policy of unilateral nuclear 
disarmament would merely increase the prospects of war. 
Nothing would be more dangerous, the statement added, 
than to give up the North Atlantic alliance. Under the 
present conditions Britain should remain loyal to the 


alliance.

Of the other matters discussed in the Prime Minister’s 
Diet speech, the one of most immediate interest is doubt- 


less his proposed tour abroad. 


Although we sometimes 


feel inclined to question the value of the comings and 
goings of ministers in foreign countries, on this occasion 
we think Mr. Kishi’s planned trip may prove a kind 
of consummation of the Government’s consistent policy 
of trying to secure as many friends for Japan abroad as 


possible. 


The Prime Minister should not, we think, make any 
promises or other definite commitments which would bind 
this country to any particular course of action but he 
should be able to pave the way for friendly cooperation 
through the ordinary channels. 

Mr. Asanuma’s claim that the Prime Minister’s speech 
Was “too short and poor in substance” and other criticisms 
to the effect that it was “evasive” cannot, in our opinion, 


be justified. 


It is true that Mr. Kishi did not say when the new 
US.Japan Security Treaty would be completed. It seems 
to us that it should be signed with the least possible delay 
for we regard the satisfactory conclusion of this matter 
fundamental to both the domestic and international well- 
being of this country. If the report is correct that it may 
be signed in Washington next month, we would say that 


this is all to the good. 


Arms and the University 
Students Oppose Defense Chief's Idea to Create Courses on Ordnance 


The role of universities for na- 
tional defense is stirring a con- 
troversy of late. The central 
question is whether or not the 
Tokyo University, as well as 
other institutes of higher learn- 
ing, should have technological 
courses on the manufacture of 
arms, ammunitions and aircraft. 

For the sake of clarity, it 
must be stated that Japanese 
universities do not have such 
courses of study except those 
on aircraft, though of course 
some aspects of the pursuit in 
the department of engineering 
are closely related to ordnance. 

In prewar Japan, there used 
to be such courses in universi- 
ties and institutes of technology. 
From December 1938 on, the To- 
kyo University president was 
none other than Dr. Yuzuru 
Hiraga, famous naval architect 
who designed the crack war- 
ships of the now defunct Im- 
perial Navy. He remained presi- 
dent until death took him in 
February 1943. 


Which is normal, the prewar 
condition or the postwar condi- 
tion of the university? The ans- 
wer to this question may de 
pend upon one’s viewpoint. But 
the absence of military tech- 


‘nology may strike foreigners, 


for instance, as strange, if they 
forget the outcome of the last 
war.

ROK Repatriation 


To the Editor: 


In view of the generally high 
caliber of the editorials appear- 
ing in your newspaper, I was 
quite disappointed in the rather 
one-sided picture you presented 
of the Japanese-Korean repa- 
triation problem in your edi- 
torial entitled “Seoul’s Hasty 
Action,” of June 17. 


Like many similar articles 
and editorials on the subject, 
your editorial seems to be bas- 
ed on—though it does not men- 
tion—the following assum )>- 
tions: that many pro-Pyong- 
yang Koreans in Japan have 
been clamoring for years to be 
sent to North Korea; that the 
Japanese Cabinet just happened 
to e aware of this clia- 

quite recently and, for 
purely “humanitarian” reasons, 
decided to accede to the re 
quests; that it was but a rather 
fortunate coincidence that the 
North Korean Communist re 
gime just happened at this time 
to come forward with an offer 
of free transportation and jobs 
for these Koreans; that it was 
simply an unhappy coincidence 
that all this came about in the 
middle of ROK-Japan normaili- 
zation talks; and that the South 
Korean reaction neither was 
nor could have been anticipated. 

Unfortunately, there is reason 
to believe that none of these as- 
sumptions is correct. There is 
evidence to throw serious doubt 
on each and every one of them. 
To wit: 


1. According to a spokes 
man for the Japanese Public 
Security Special Investigation 
Agency, quoted in an AP dis- 
patch of Feb. 11, demands for 
mass repatriation to North Ko- 
rea are a recent development. 
No such demands were even 
mentioned at the May 1958 con- 
vention of the pro-Pyongyang 
organization in Japan, Chosen 
Soren. According to’ this. same 
spokesman, and according to a 
newsletter distributed by the 
Japanese Consulate in Geneva 
early this March, the campaign 
for mass repatriation was 
launched by Chosen Soren only 
last :-September—or some four- 
and-a-half months after the

' Open to Suspicion 

Those who base the interpre- 
tation of law upon axiomatic 
legal truth hardly doubt their 
constitutionality, however.

The 
Constitution must be observed 
but no state can logically re- 
nounce its own existence in- 
cluding the mmimum right of 
self-defense. 


Viewed in this context, it may 
be argued that there is no con- 
stitutional issue involved in the 
maintenance of ordance for the 
Self-Defense Forces. But the 
creation of courses on military 
technology at state universities 
is still open to the suspicion of 
contravening the spirit of the 
Constitution. 

On this touchy topic, Dr. 
Tadao Yanaibara, ex-president 
of Tokyo University, made a 
comment recently. Writing in 
the June 13 issue of the Asashi 
Shimbun, Dr. Yanaibara oppos- 
ed the suggestion to create 
courses on military technology 
in universities. 

First, he defends the courses 
on aircraft engineering, which 
were created at Tokyo Univer- 
sity a few years ago, as essen- 
tially peaceful. Then, he op- 
poses military technology as 
destructive and unfit for uni- 
versities in peaceful Japan 
under the war-renouncing Con- 
stitution. 
: Yanaibara's Argument 

Dr. Yanaibara thinks it un- 
wise to arouse the sensitive 
youth with “impetuous utter- 
rances.” He concludes the ar- 
ticle with a warning that the 
universities must not succumb 
to the lure of the abundant re- 
search fund the military may 
offer in the future. 

Although his argument seems 
to be reasonable on the whole, 
there is one theory of his, which 
cannot be readily accepted. Ac- 
cording to him, “the pursuit of 
truth,” to which universities are 
dedicated, includes efforts for 
advancement of human happi- 
ness and the cause of peace, but 
militates against national de- 
fense, which he says is nothing 
but affirmation of war in dis- 
guise. ; 

That may be true in the 
philosophy of Dr. Yanaibara, 
noted as a pacifist. That philoso- 
phy should be as such. 
But in academic and intellectual 
circles of this country, it seems 
to me that that sort of philoso- 
phy alone is sometimes preach- 
ed as truth. 

It is very unfortunate that the 
Government authorities and 
academic circles seem to be 
opposed in basic outlook. This 
fundamental difference makes 
further discussion impossible. 
That is the reason why this 
kind of discussion proves utter- 
ly unfruitful in this country.

Most women first read news 
of thefts, murders and such dai-

the papers. How 
many will read 
the front page 
filled with poll- 
tical news? 
They, in gener- 
al, feel that 
they have noth- 
ing to do with 
politics except 
to cast their Miss Shiraishi 
votes at election time. They 
feel that their knowledge of 
Diet re does not affect 
or change Japan’s politics. “So 
what's the use of reading the 
political news?” is their at 
titude. 

If anyone questions “women 
in the street” about the antl 
cipated revision of the Security 
Treaty and its effect on Japan, 
very few will be able to give 
intelligent replies. 

The other day the ‘Socialist 
Party in the city where I live 
contacted all the women’s or- 
ganizations appealing to them 
to join in their attempt to pre- 
vent the passage of the revision 
bill. Since the women’s organiza- 
tions had cooperated with the 
Socialist Party when the So- 
clalists objected to the revision 
of the Police Duties Law last 
year, they have been asked to 
meet the party members on two 
or three occasions. Perhaps the 
same party believes that wom- 
en voters who outnumber men 
are important assets at election 
time. 

Ignorant of the real aim of the 
revision womenfolk can easily 
be influenced by explanations 
given by the Socialist Party. Be 
ing told that the revised treaty 
will oblige Japan to fight on 
the side of the United States 
when the US. forces stationed in 
Japan are attacked, Japanese 
mothers undoubtedly cooperate 
with the Socialists to obstruct 
the passage of the revision bill.

Gains at Geneva 


Nuclear Conference Making Steady Progress

LONDON—After six weeks the 
four Foreign Ministers have 
adjourned their Geneva talks 
until July 13. But the other 
Geneva conference continues. 
Since October, representatives 
of the United States, Britain 
and the Soviet Union have 
been laboring toward a treaty 
for the discontinuance of nu- 
clear tests. 

Their aims are simple, but 


the means of attaining them are | ee ;

complex. Throughout, 
decisions have been linked with 
the solution of highly technical 
problems. 

That is why, despite the vital 
importance of these talks to the 


future of mankind, it is the for- * 
_ eign ministers who have captur- 


ed the headlines while the 
plodding progress of the nuclear 
conference only occasionally re- 
ceives press cover. 

Yet here is progress, slow but 
hopefully steady. In nearly 100 
meetings, two-thirds of a propos- 
ed treaty have been agreed. . 

The articles agreed bind the 
three Powers not to carry out 
further tests and not to encour- 
age or help other nations to 
embark upon them; to set up an 
international body to see that 
the treaty is honored; and to 
keep the treaty in force inde- 
finitely, provided that the par- 
ties to it remain satisfied that 
it is being observed. 

By any standards, this is solid 
progress. The negotiators have 
tolled over a long course, but 
the last stretch is vital. Detec- 
tion of explosions on, above or 
under the ground and the in- 
spection procedure are hurdles 
still to be surmounted. 

In dealing with the Russians, 
even 99 per cent agreement 
would be no time for rejoicing. 
It is the last 1 per cent’ which 
can make or mar all.

What is the significance of 
the adjournment of the foreign 
ministers’ conference? 

Clearly, they have not yet 
found a basis on which the 
Powers can proceed to 
mit, but at least they have 
cided to go on trying. 

By the time they went into 
recess, the Western ministers 
have faced out what appeared 
to them to be a Russian ultima- 
tum on Berlin and had demon- 
strated their determination not 
to give way so far as their vital 
interests in Germany were con- 
cerned. There could, for exam- 


ple, be no question of abandon- x 


ing the West Berliners. But 
they had also shown themselves 
ready to consider alternative ar- 
rangements, which, while safe- 
guarding these fundamental in- 
terests would meet some of the 
Russian requirements. 

The Western Governments 
evidently consider the effort 
worth sustaining. 

They are not giving way to 
despondency. 

They are ready to continue 
to negotiate patiently with the 
Russians in the hope that mis- 
understandings can be smooth- 
ed over and sufficient progress 

to justify a meeting of 
Heads of Governments. 

There is thus no sense of 
crisis in the adjournment. 

And that, in itself, is a gain.

The recent meeting in Stock- 
holm of representatives of Swe- 
den, Austria, Britain, Derimark, 
Norway, Portugal and Switzer- 
land to discuss the possibility 
of setting up a free trade area 
among themselves may well 
puzzle and confuse the man in 
the street. 

Since the war, Western Eu- 
rope has made big strides to- 
ward closer economic integra- 
tion, thanks to the Organization 
for European Economic Cooper- 
ation. 


More recently there has 


emerged the tighter but more 
restricted Common Market of 


France, Germany, Italy, Bel- 
gium, the Netherlands and 
Luxemburg. 


An attempt to bring this into 
association with a wider Eu- 
ropean free trade area embody- 
ing all OE EC members has not 
so far been successful. What 
now does the Stockholm meet- 
ing signify? 

The answer is simple and 
encouraging. 

All the countries of Western 
Europe desire freer trade

among themseves; all wish to 
preserve and foster the unity 
brought about by OEEC. . 
The Common Market is a step 
in the right direction and is 
welcome as such, At the same 
time, for perfectly good reasons 
of their own, those countries 
which are not members of it 
are reluctant to accept all the 
ties which membership entails. 


But the mové toward Eu- 
ropean integration must be sus- 
tained. If the plans of the 
Stockholm group materialize, 
there will be two major Europe- 
an trade upings. It will be 
a much simpler task to build 
a bridge between these two than 
between 17 separate economies. 
There are problems to be re- 
solved. Denmark, which has 
heavy trade with both Britain 
and Western Germany, is in a 
particularly awkward position. 
Hence the current A Dan- 
ish trade talks. But everyone 
hopes that these difficulties can 
be resolved and that this fur- 
ther important step toward 
freer trade in Burope will be 
successful.
